—  The 
fast*,  iu seiuug  the  perception  of  food  fla¬ 
vors,  is  perhaps  as  arbitrary  as  any  human 
p  red:  lectio  us.  It  seems  in  come  fastidious 
persons  to  equal  In  deliowey  and  prompt* 
pms  tbe  fluest  of  chemical  testa,  and  when 
Lfluenced  by  tbe  imagination,  arguments 
relauDg  to  hygienic  properties  and  coniqaer- 
o*l  considerations  have  no  effect.  What* 
ever,  iLerefosa,  may  be  urged  in  favor  of  a 
fcfw  article  of  diet,  is  regard  to  eoonomy 
and  mechanically  fulfilling  the  require¬ 
ment#  of  the  art  of  cooking,  its  adoption 
will  depend  on  tbe  taste  of  the  eater.  Or  on 
tbf  .kill  of  the  oeok  in  ooncealing  any  oh. 
jectionabla  flavor  ft  may 
pure  sweet  and  soar,  there 
simple  flavors.  All  sugars  are  not 
sweets,  neither  are  all  arid*  simply 
they  each  hare  beside  Um  mats  flavor 
t^wliich  they  tnay  be  distinguished.  How¬ 
ever  desirable  it  may  be  aa  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  tbe  art  of  cooking  and  as  a  means 
of  avoiding  the  annoyanoes  that  attend  tbe 
tee  of  the  spattering  frying-pan  with  its 
fienetrating  and  pennstent  odors,  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  substituting  cotton- seed  ofl,  or  any 
other  article,  for  lard  in  ooqkfag  will  be  an¬ 
swered  by  each  individual  according  to  tbe
